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Irish Horse Notes 





By Neil C. Collins 


The flat racing season, which be- 
gan in Ireland in the latter part of 
March, is now in full swing. The 
Curragh of Kildare, home of the 
Irish Thoroughbred, is a hive of in- 
dustry these mornings. The young- 
sters are being put through their 
paces, in preparation for big things 
to come during the next five months. 
They are out on the Curragh com- 
monage at the crack of the Irish 
dawn, which breaks around four A. 
M., on Irish summer mornings: It is 
a long day from this time until twi- 
light falls around nine thirty or ten 
o’clock. When twilight sets in over 
the Curragh, horses, trainers, stable 
lads and exercise boys are in bed, 
and probably dreaming of  fleet- 
footed Derby winners, and bandy- 
legged nags. They have to be up 
bright and early to get their charges 
out on the Curragh for the early 
morning trials, before the touts, the 
boys with the long ears and the pow- 
erful field glasses, go hiding behind 
the bushes on the exercise range. 
The owners and trainers that have 
stables, lodges, and manors studded 
all over this great Irish sporting 
commonage, are very envious of 
their “dark ones’’. It is rarely one 
stable knows what the other stable 
is doing, and the sense of honor that 
prevails among them is, to say the 
least, edifying. When their horses 
parade before the grand-stand, and 
stand in line at the tapes, it is rare- 
ly one trainer knows what the other 
trainer’s horse is capable of doing, 
although they have been training for 
weeks in close proximity to each 
other. This mode of procedure calls 
for better and more interesting rac- 
ing. Of course, there is always the 
Curragh grape-vine. Exercise boys 
and stabte lads that fraternize with 
other horsey lads on Sundays, when 
the Curragh generally observes the 
Sabbath, are usually more ‘‘in the 
know” than trainers and owners, 
and on week-day mornings over the 
breakfast table, the merits and de- 
merits of entries for coming races 
are discussed quite openly. 


The touts and spotters are the 
boys that trainers try to hoodwink. 
They are out at the first peep of 
day, watching the work-outs, and 
noting the sure fire winners for 
coming events. They sell their infor- 
mation to news tipsters and tip sheet 
operators, and on race days they sell 
their information to speculators. 


They operate in the old country 
very much the same as at the Amer- 
ican tracks. except that touts do not 
have a sign language in America. At 
Irish meets, dozens of touts can 
be seen on top of the grandstand 
signaling to the other boys out in 
the paddocks, or on the green. They 
make signals with their hats, hands, 
hankerchiefs, race-cards, feet, etc. 
In other words, they have an alpha- 
bet all their own, and when the 
horses are at the post, and the race 
is ready to start, they disappear into 
the crowd, and start to peddle their 
hot-ones to their clients, who are 
waiting on pins and needles for this 
dope. 

The bookmakers, the boys’ that 
shout the odds from under their big 
umbrellas, have their touts also. The 
boys in the outside enclosure have 
to know what is going on in the 
grandstand enclosure, and s0 on. 
These things, together with the num- 
erous side-shows that fringe the out- 


skirts of an Irish race-meeting 
crowd, add color and excitement to 
the meeting. 

Even with the tote in action on 
the Irish racing scene, the _ well- 
known Irish pookmaker is there also, 
large as life. The Irish like to hang 
on to the old traditions, and to them 
any kind of a sports meeting without 
the proverbial bookmaker, is a un- 
interesting as last week’s newspaper. 
These men are licensed by the gov- 
ernment, and they have their own 
society, and protective society, and 
are protected by their society laws. 
They even have their spokesmen in 
the Dail, or Irish parliament. A few 
weeks ago they voiced strong oppo- 
sition to a bill called the Racing 
Board and Racecourses Bill. 

The object of this bill is to pro- 
vide for the improvement and deve» 
lopment of horse-breeding and horse- 
racing, and for the better control of 
racecourses. The bill will establish 
a board to be known as the Racing 
Board. The bill will authorize the 
Irish Turf Club, and the National 
Hunt Steeplechase Committee, to ex- 
clude persons from racecourses, and 
this has the effect of legalizing 
“warning off” notices. Course book- 
makers will be controlled by the 
board, who will issue, suspend, or 
revoke betting permits, at their dis- 
cretion. 

There will be a levy on course 
betting, and bookmakers will be re- 
quired to keep records and to make 
returns, and the officers of the 
board may inspect books on the 
course, or documents in commission 
agents, which is just a nice name 
for bookmakers, offices. Any person 
who makes a false entry in regard 
to a course bet, will be liable, on 
conviction, to a fine of no less than 
100 pounds, which doesn’t sound 
like much when valued in four hun- 
dred American dollars, but it is 
really a nice penny of money in the 
British Isles. 

The bookmakers really started to 
squawk when they discovered that, 
by the standards of this bill, they 
will be taxed five percent on course 
bets. They should consider them- 
selves lucky considering the fact 
‘that the Tote is taxed ten percent. 

This money, the board will apply 
to the betterment of racing and 
breeding in Ireland generally. 

In addition to this take, the 
board is entitled to borrow 20,000 
pounds from the Minister of Fin- 
ance, at his discretion. 

There are many more phases to 
this government sponsored bill, but 
they are a little too involved to go 
into at the moment in such short 
space. We shall go into more detail 
about it in a later article. 

For the moment it will be of in- 
terest to Irish readers of The Chron- 
icle to know that the government of 
Eire has, at last, taken up the cud- 
gel, and they have really turned an 
attentive ear to the pleadings of the 
stout-hearted Irish owners, breed- 
ers, and trainers who have carried 
on in the past, and through the try- 
ing war years, with unflinching 
courage, and who have managed to 
keep the flag flying over the Irish 
equestrian scene in the face of all 


kinds of war-time adversity.

their high leaping, were William fk, 
Schlusemeyer’s 26-year-old chestnut 
gelding, Hi-Rock Pompo, reserve 
champion to Joseph Jannell’s same 
colored Terry Lad, also a ring vet- 
eran. Pompo, retired and returned 
ta the ring several times and once 
a $1,000 stake winner at Madison 
Square Garden under Trainer Joe 
Green, was performing as well at 
Cranston, as he had previously done 
a week earlier at Milton, Mass. 

The Lions’ Special perhaps best 
illustrated the prowess of this aged 
gelding and the skill of his yowner- 
rider. The course consisted of eight 
varied hurdles, two at 4’-0’’, two at 
4’-6’’, and four at an even 5’-0”. Ex- 
hibitors had to make any eight 
fiumps. They could clear the same 
hurdle eight times; take the com- 
plete course, or choose any series 
of jumps. But—the lowest jumps 
gave them only 4 points; the next 
height scored 6 points to their ‘cre- 
dit and the 5’-0” bars gave them 10 
points. 4 

Bill Schlusemeyer rode in on Hi- 
Rock Pompo to open the class and 
steered right for a pair of 5-footers. 
Four times in a row he took the pair 
of high hurdles without a knock- 
down and to the accompaniment of 
cheers from the crowd. <A_ perfect 
mark to shoot at—80 points—and 
no one could beat him. With this 
top score, naturally few tried for 
anything less than 5’0”, and just 
short of the winner, with one bad 
jump, was Terry Lad, Joe Jannell 
up. 

Terry Lad had performed. brilli- 
antly the previous day, having won 
a large class for open jumpers and 
then taken the blue in the Olympic 
jumping class. As the show drew to 
a close, the gelding topped all com- 
ers in the knock-down-and-out event 
but he placed only 4th in the stake 
class. Meanwhile, Pompo and his 
owner, who suffered a slight heart

A few weeks ago [I went to the 
Boulder Brook Club in Mamaroneck 
for my last indeer horse show. I say 
my last indoor show because next 
fall the daughter is going away to 
boarding school and we shall have 
to confine our activities to the out- 
door summer shows. I have had a 
lot of fun going to these shows dur- 
ing the past five or six years, and 
sometimes I don’t understand why 
it is that so many people who like 
horses are critical of horse shows. A 
surprising number of horsemen don’t 
like shows and become quite violent 
about them. They don’t think the 
horses are any good and they don’t 
think the people showing them are 
much better. This is not confined to 
the people who ride only occasional- 
ly. In fact, when I take the Big Horse 
hunting in a new territory someone 
is almost sure to make a crack about 
his not looking like a show horse, or 
at the end of the day they express 
surprise at his all-too-abundant pep, 
for they say there is no such thing 
as a good hunter who can go in the 
shows. I can understand this state 
of mind when it comes to dogs, be- 
cause you can have a very lovable, 
attractive house pet who never 
should see the inside of a show ring, 
but horses are not lovable and they 
are not house pets, and if a hunter 
is any good he can win a ribbon in 
a horse show no matter how badly 
he looks, because the working hunt- 
er classes are based solely on per- 
formance, Accordingly, I suspect the 
people who look down their noses at 
horse shows really mean that they 
don’t want to take the trouble to get 
themselves and their horses in tip- 
top shape. I have seen show horses 
gallop over stiff country as much as 
eleven miles in the course of a day, 
and there are mighty few days out 
hunting when a horse is called upon 
to go that far at that speed. Inci- 
dentally, there are mighty few peo- 
ple, including myself, who could do 
it, and yet these kids who ride two 
and sometimes three horses covering, 
upwards of twenty miles never puff 
or seem to get tired. 


I think the real trouble is that 
most of these men and women have 
gone to one or two horse shows in 
the course of a year and did not like 
them. That I can understand. I once 
attended a cricket match in London, 
and if there is anything more stupid 
than that I would like to know what 
it is. Yet there was a tremendous 
crowd there who were very enthusi- 
astic, so I decided I must be wrong, 
and while [J never made any effort 
to correct my conclusion, I do not 
sneer at the man who gets a thrill 
from a cricket match. 

I will admit that one horse show 
or even two horse shows a year are 
pretty stupid. I got into going to 
them when I discovered that in pre- 
paration for a show the daughter 
would spend two or three weeks pra- 
cticing diligently and paying atten- 
tion to Teddy Wahl, who runs the 
Round Hill Club Stables. If there 
was no show in the offing she got 
sloppy, and so did her riding and her 
horse. Of course, it’s good fun to slip 
into a pair of blue jeans and loafers 
and bang around on a horse, but it 
isn’t any help to your riding. In fact, 
it’s liable to be downright dangerous 
if you want to hunt in the fall or to 
ride something better than the quiet 
stable horse, and particularly if you 
are not satisfied to stick to the 


bridle paths and roads. Good riding 
is an excellent investment in safety. 
In my last three falls the horse I was 
riding came down with me, but in 
only one of these cases could it be 
blamed on the horse. A decent rid- 
ing job would have avoided the other 
two. 

What applies to a child also applies 
to a horse. If you have something 
to aim for, you are much more like- 
ly to really work on the training 
and conditioning of your horse than 
if you are merely going to hack him 
month in and month out and occas- 
ionally go out with hounds, only to 
quit as soon as you or he gets tired. 
Accordingly, I have tried during the 
past five or six years to take the 
daughter to ten or twelve horse 
shows a year, and naturally I got 
to know something about the hors- 
es showing in this part of the coun- 
try. When I did get to know some- 
thing about them and something 
about their riders and owners, I 
started having a lot of fun. 

Take this Boulder Brook Show 
on April 21st and 22nd, for exam- 
ple. Theoretically, because of the 
O. D. T. regulations, it should have 
been a small show, but actually 
there are sO many horses right 
around (the neighborhood that it 
was a whopping big affair, with 
twenty entries to a class being 
nothing unusual. 

The first person I ran into when 
I got there was Al Low. Al runs the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children in Westchester Coun- 
ty as a yocation but as an avoca- 
tion he runs horse shows, and run- 
ning horse shows is quite a trick. 1 
don’t mean that it is a lot of work 
—of course that is true of any show 
or contest—but the thing about a 
horse show is that the club giving 
it can make real money if it is pro- 
perly done, and can lose its shirt if 
it isn’t. The first thing I did when 
I saw Al was to ask him how his 
sucker classes were. Now, sucker 
classes are the classes such as Hunt- 
er Hacks, Hunters Amateurs to Ride, 
Ladies’ Hunters, Working Hunters 
Amateurs to Ride, and a few other 
similar classes where no prize money 
is given and all the Show Commit- 
tee has to provide are four ribbons 
at about fifty cents apiece, and per- 
haps a small trophy that they per- 
suade someone to donate. The entry 
fees are the same in these classes as 
in the classes where they distribute 
$40 to $100 in prize money, and if 
these classes are well filled a good 
show will net you a nice profit— 
around $1,500 for a two-day show 
is nothing unusual. Arranging tha 
schedule so that these sucker class- 
es come at the right time and are 
convenient for the amateurs or the 
ladies to bring out their pet mounts 
is of real importance—put them at 
nine o’clock in the morning and you 
won’t get many entries—stick them 
in the middle of the afternoon and 
you would be surprised at how many 
additional $5.00 fees you will pick 
up. 

The next person I ran into was 
Mrs. Correll. She had a creation on 
her head which someone dubbed a 
“snow storm in a slaughter house’”’. 
It was white feathers tipped with 
red, and might have been quite good 
looking except, as she _ explained, 
Dalchoolin had tried to eat it. No 
one felt too sorry for her as she al- 
ways changes her hat and costume 





for every session of the show, so we 
knew there would be something new 
and natty coming up in the after- 
noon. Even so, in that department 
she can’t compete with Peter Pack- 
ard’s mother. To the person attend- 
ing one show, Mrs. Correll is merely 
another individual who seems very 
busy, but to me she is quite a figure. 
I think it is safe to say that she has 
done more in recent years for horse 
shows in and around New York than 
any other individual. I will admit 
she may not have done the most 
work (I wouldn’t know about that), 
but she certainly has brought out 
the best horses. Some years ago she 
brought Dalchoolin over from Ire- 
land, and you knew he was a good 
horse because wherever you went 
someone would tell you what was 
the matter with him. He has some 
strange habits, such as kicking as he 
goes over his fences, but he goes 
over them, and he is a good looking 
rascal and has won a lot of cham- 
pionships. As he got older and start- 
ed getting competition she brought 
Mathematician up from Virginia, and 
Mathematician swept the boards 
until Mimi de Baubigny bought War- 
rior, and later George Braun taught 
Puritan Boy to jump. Mrs. Correll 
had an ace up her sleeve even then, 
in a couple of young horses that she 
had been bringing along, one of 
which, The Hawk, has just started 
winning. She is one of those people 
that like to win and can stand win- 
ning. Personally, I get rather bored 
after a while if I am winning all the 
time and think it is much more thril- 
ling to be fighting manfully for an 
occasional ribbon. However, she 
does like to win and, because of 
that, she sets up a standard for us 
all to shoot at, and it is a lot of fun 
trying to beat her. 

The next person J saw was hard- 
ly a person at all, but just a pair 
of big eyes and a great big smile 
hanging in the air at about chest 
level. This little person, Mrs. Don 
Moore, rides the open jumper Thun- 
der Boy, who towers eighteen hands, 
eleven inches over her head. It’s 
quite a surprise when she dismounts, 
as her head barely reaches the sad- 
dle skirt, but that doesn’t seem to 
prevent her from winning plenty of 
championships and always being a 
competitor. 

As Puritan Boy had been sold out 
west, I imagined that at this show 
Warrior and Mathematician were 
going to be the two to beat, so ima- 
gine how much more interesting it 
was when I discovered that some- 
thing new had been added. Mr. 
Bowen had been out in the market 
place and bought himself three 
horses, two of which were entered, 
and of course we all wanted to see 
them. We saw plenty, since Ann 
Morningstar rode his Magic Luck 
to the Conformation Hunter Cham- 
pionship and with Rhett Butler took 
the Working hunter stake. Since 
Billy Steinkraus outgrew the jun- 
iors and went to Burma to attend 
to a bit of business with the Japs, 


Ann has been our top rider in these 
parts. She should and usually does 
win any hunter seat class she en- 
ters, and in addition can be count- 
ed on to give anything she is mount- 
ed on a top ride, The only time she’s 
out of the ribbons is when the jud- 
ges haven’t recovered from her 
father’s and mother’s hospitality. 
That’s not the fault of the judges, 
since a breakfast, lunch or dinner at 
the Morningstars is something to 
cope with. You really haven’t lived 
till you’ve experienced one. You know 
the judges have a tough time. They 
have to be able to stand up to all 
the entertaining and then stand up 
anywhere from four to ten hours 
watching horses whirl around them. 
The judging is always lousy from 
the point of view of the competitors 
because you either get less than you 
think you should or you get more 
and are uncomfortable. No kidding, 
the latter happens about as often 
as the former but it’s easier to take. 
The judges cay’t please everyone, 
and usually collect plenty of criti- 
cism in the course of a show. I try 
to thank them when they put me up, 
but that seems such a shock I’ve 
almost given up trying. The poor 
souls are so definitely on the de- 
fensive that a nice word positively 
comes as a surprise. Don’t feel too 
sorry for them, as they wouldn’t 
judge if they didn’t want to, and 
I’d like the chance myself some day. 

One class J got a kick out of was 
for children’s hunters. About two 
months ago I’d spotted a horse call- 
ed Rose Parade in a hack class, and 
thought she looked like a peach, but 
no one seemed to share my enthusi- 
asm. I’d never seen the horse jump 
and had been waiting to have a look. 
Believe it or not, I still haven’t 
seen her jump. I was always some- 
where else when she was going, but 
I did see her get a blue pinned on 
her in this children’s hunter class, 
and was just so tickled as though 
I’d owned her myself—lI’ve forgot- 
ten whodoes. Second went to Mat- 
along, a very likely looking young 
one Al Homewood is bringing along 
for his son.

History Of Dandie Dinmont 
Terriers Reveals Some 
Interesting Facts 


Dandie Dinmont terriers got their 
name and their wider fame through 
Sir Walter Scott, but neither he nor 
James Davidson of Hindlee, just over 
the Border in Roxburghshire, creat- 
ed the breed. Long before the days 
of either Sir Walter and Davidson 
the gypsy clans in Northumberland 
bred Dandie Dinmonts (as they did 
the bigger, speedier lurchers), and 
it seems to have been from tinkers 
and Romanies in the valley of the 
Coquet that the foundation stock of 
the breed came. Essenitally a Bor- 
der dog (like the game little Border 
terriers), the Dandie’s are perhaps 
less known today throughout Eng- 
land than they were, but their vir- 
tues remain, and from time to time 
their history and evolution is the 
subject of enquiry from those who 
become interested. 

Unlike the Border, and, more re- 
cently the Lakeland terrier, Dandie 
Dinmont enthusiasts have been in- 
clined to hide their light under a 
bushel. Since the days of Sir Walter 
Scott (whose Guy Mannering created 
a world-wide demand for the breed), 
there has been little advertising. 
This may be because the outstand- 
ing breeders were not in favour of 
showing, although this always keeps 
a distinct type in the limelight. 
There was the rub! They were 
afraid that showing would destroy 
the type and set up new standards 
and new ideas at the caprice of 
judges. 

I have one of the biggest private 
libraries of horse, dog and sporting 
books in the country, and a consid- 
erable collection of notes regarding 
the story of the Dandie Dinmont, 
but until the other day had not read 


Mr. Charles Cook’s “The Dandie 
Dinmont Terrier, its History and 
Characteristics’. This exhaustive 


book was published in 1885, and I 
am convinced that outside the auth- 
orities on this Border dog, few will 
have had the pleasure and _ educa- 
tion combined of consulting it. I 
propose therefore, to give a few ex- 
tracts which will answer questions 
that are frequently put to me. 

In his preface the author remark- 
ed upon the prevailing ignorance 
about the breed, and adds, ‘‘Nay, 
worse than that; since the institu- 
tion of Dog Shows a spurious type 
of Dandie has arisen, which, unless 
exposed, might in course of time 
have come to be _ considered’ by 
another generation to be the “Simon 
Pure’’. He confesses that the exact 
origin of the now historic race of 
“Peppers and Mustards”, is unknown 
and proceeds to give some interest- 
ing theories regarding this: 

“The most generally accepted is 
that of an original cross betwixt 
the old Scotch terrier (a dog now 
extinct) and the rough Welsh bar- 
rier or otter hound, with a dash of 
pure pull-dog blood thrown in to 
give courage and tenacity of pur- 
pose,—followed by careful  selec- 
tion so as to preserve in the ‘ter- 
rier’ certain characteristics of the 
‘hound’, The hound cross, it is main- 
tained, is clearly shown in the for- 
mation of the teeth and ears, and 
in the general ‘houndy’ carriage and 
appearance of the stern of the Dan- 


- wise that precautions 


die. It is pointed out, however, with 
considerable force, by those who 
disbelieve this theory, that none of 
these ingredients would account for 
the mixed coat and silky covering on 
the head of the pure-bred Dandie. 
A more plausible theory (although 
quite as speculative) is that the 
gypsies had, on their effecting, in 
comparatively early times, a lodge- 
ment in the Borders, been accom- 
panied by foreign terriers of the 
Dachsund type, and that these were 
crossed by them with the terrier of 
the distinct, viz, a dog much of the 
old-fashioned ‘Yorkshire’ terrier 
type,—not the toy variety of the 
present day, but an active, hardy, 
bustling terrier, rather leggy and 
small-boned perhaps, with profuse 
silvery-blue coat, dark eyes, ind 
sharp terrier face,—the cross ul- 
timately resulting in the Pepper and 
Mustard race. Those who uphold the 
purity of the Dandie as a distinct 
breed deny all cross theories, and 
maintain that the race is simply the 
product of long years of careful 
breeding, or selection (the native 
rough terrier being alone employ- 
ed), the requirements of the Border 
country ultimately producing a ter- 
rier adapted for its special work; 
and to this latter theory I am per- 
sonally inclined.”’ 

In Northumberland, Cumberland 
and in the Scottish Border country 
Dandie Dinmonts proved their worth 
at hunting fox, otter and badger, 
and became widely popular for their 
gameness, stamina and courage. 
They are by no means without their 
admirers and users in this same 
sporting area today. 


Dog Madness 

Time was when our grandparents 
were as terrified of mad dogs as 
were their forebears of the plague 
and the black death. Even in my 
childhood fear of rabies was by no 
means extinct—indeed, with some 
it was an obsession. Muzzling orders 
were frequent, and any Jost, fright- 
ened, thirsty, tongue-hanging dog 
was thought to be mad and was 
avoided, or shot. It would seem that 
there are those in high places who 
are concerned lest there should be 
any recurrence of rabies in this 
country. Although aforetime there 
is no doubt the prevalence of mad 
dogs was very much exaggeratec, 
and that our forebears’ panicked, 
seeing danger where none was, it is 
should be 
taken. A correspondent writes: 

“Veterinary surgeons are asked 
to keep a sharp look-out for dogs 
smuggled into this country, the rea- 
son being that the authorities fear 
an outbreak of rabies. A bite from 
an infected animal almost always 
leads to hydrophobia in human be- 
ings. What the authorities fear is 
that the disease may be reintroduc- 
ed into this country by the large 
number of dogs which have been, 
and are still being smuggled in as 
pets.”’ 

At the close of the eighteenth 
century, when the fear of rabies was 
at its height, the Press gave most 
lurid descriptions of the death 
frenzies of human beings bitten by 
affected dogs, These descriptions of 
numerous cases were enough to 
make anyone afraid, and everyone 
suspicious. Dr. Peter Layard was 
counted one of the greatest authori- 
ties on the subject and I have turn- 
ed up what he wrote in 1796. It will 
amuse medical as well as “doggy” 
readers of this generation: 

“Whenever a dog, an animal eas- 
ily provoked to anger, of a natural 
propensity to become furious, is 


kept from drink, either during ex- 
cessive heat of summer, or the sharp 
cold of winter, his bile acquires such 
an excessive degree of acrimony, that 
he grows mad. If a dog has been 
bitten by one mad, or hath eaten of 
the flesh of any animal dead of mad- 
ness, or of the plague, or of any 
putrid disease, killed by lightning 
or poison, or hath drunk of stinking 
or putrid water, or eaten of high 
seasoned acrid food, or hath worms 
—in any of these cases he is liable 
to go mad....There is no more 
dreadful disease incident to human 
nature than that we are liable to 
from the bite of a mad dog. The 
symptoms of it are terrible, the con- 
sequences generally fatal, and the 
cure hitherto uncertain, till at last 
the aggravated symptons relieve him 
from misery by a welcome death, 
or, which was the custom not long 
past, the unfortunate person was, 
contrary to all rules of humanity, 
deprived of life by being smothered 
between two feather beds.’’ 

It is an established fact that many 
persons whose removal from this 
naughty and wicked world was de- 
sired, were subjected to the feather- 
bed suffocation mentioned, and 
afterwards should to have been 
heard to bark, or to have shown 
other signs of “dog madnegs’’, As 
to the “‘symptoms’”’ detailed by the 
doctor, there is not a dog breathing 
which has not at some time or anoth- 
er displayed some of them without 
any signs of rabies. 


Sporting Notes 

I hear from a correspondent in 
U. S. A. that Lord Halifax has re- 
cently had a new experience, Dr. V. 
C. Tisdal having arranged some 
wolf hunting for his lordship in 
Oklahama. Lord Halifax*s own part 
of Yorkshire was once rather alarm- 
ed when that eccentric sportsman 
Col. Thornton, (who lived at what is 
now Allerton Park, near Knares- 
borough), proposed to turn down 
some wolves to hunt. The farmers 
and others, of that day didn’t like 
the idea a pit! 

The Colonel was one of the most 
enthusiastic hunting and coursing 
men, and one of the keenest mem- 
bers of the Yorkshire Hawking Club, 
in all the north country. Now 
hawking is as dead as a door nail 
in Yorks, although I fancy a few 
falcons are kept at a certain mon- 
astery in the county. Polo too, is 
not in much better case, although 
I believe Mr. W. Riley-Smith will 
re-open his ground at Toulston near 
Tadcaster. He has kept the polo flag 
flying in Yorkshire for some years 
—long after York, Catterick, the 
Cleveland and other clubs dropped 


out. 

When there were a succession ot 
cavalry regiments quartered at 
York it was always possible to ar- 
range tournaments at  Toulston, 
but one wonders if the young cav- 
alry officers of the next generation 
will continue to play the game, and 
to rank amongst the best’ cross 
country riders in the hunting fieid 
and in the steeplechase world, now 
that they are ‘mechanised’. Hit- 
ler’s war (despite the useful cavalry 
exploits of the Poles and Russians), 
has more than ever convinced us, 
to our sorrow, that the day of the 
mounted soldier is over, and I hear 
that it is unlikely that even the 
Indian cavalry will be retained. 
Everything is to be mechanised, aud 
the hunting field, together wit 
Pony Clubs, will soon alone keen 
alive the interest in the horse and 
horsemanship. Perhaps one miglit 
include National Hunt racing, but 
the more I go racing the more con- 
vinced I am that comparatively few 
are interested in the horses as 
horses,

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Lt. Carlyle Cochran 
Tells Of Seeing Nero, 
Famous Olympic Horse 


Excerpts from a letter written to 
Miss Julia Whiting of Middleburg 
py her nephew, Lt. Carlyle V. Coch- 
ran. 
Well, I have just finished a few 

of the most interesting days of my 
life which [ know you would have 
given anything to share with me. 
First, I entered Goering’s Castle, one 
of the first-not so magnificent a 
place aS you would imagine-not as 
large as your Hill’s Cove house in- 
side-rather modern inside and fur- 
nished with taste-a few too many 
paintings but good ones, one I was 
tempted to lift, a picture of himself 
with a stag he had just shot with a 
pow and arrow. There were a lot of 
pows in the house-evidently he was 
a great archer. 

The other day I captured a Hun- 
garian general and so far my platoon 
has captured about 500 prisoners, 
several colonels, etc. We came to a 
town in Austria and picked up so 
many prisoners that they left me 
pehind with my platoon to guard 
them. When we started, there were 
about 800, when we finished, 5,000, 
myself in charge with 35 inlisted 
men, plus a town which was being 
over run by Russians, Poles, all the 
labor which the Germans had en- 
slaved—all just looting everything 
at will. 

Having been through this same 
procedure pefore several times in 
towns and being no one to slight my 
own comforts, I immediately set my- 
self up in the best of lodgings near 
the center of operations, got hold of 
the Bourgomeister, told him that 
he would have to produce bread and 
coffee for the prisoners-which he did 
and we supplimented it with Red 
Cross food meant for our PW’S 
which the Germans had never hand- 
ed out. In fact we liberated three 
Americans who had been told the 
day before that there was no food 
in the town, 

Concerning the Red Cross, it is a 
life saver. Europe is literally for a 
good part being fed and medicated 
by the Red Cross. Met a swell little 
German Red Cross nurse in my deal- 
ings with the PW’S, but of course 
fraternizing is out. ' 

Well back to the story of St. 
Martin, the town in Austria which I 
just occupied. The Bourgomeister 
also produced three servants for my 
house, chickens, eggs, milk. 

I was talking to one of the prison- 
ers and believe me it is all most in- 
teresting work, getting them set up. 
I even started a hospital with two 
doctors and about five nurses and 
several aids. As I was talking to this 
German officer, what do you suppose 
he said? ‘“‘Do you like horses? The 


Spanish Riding School from Vienna 
has moved down here because of the 
bombing.”” Nothing would do but we 
inspect the stable immediately an@ 
there were all the famous Lipizans 
which you have heard so much about 
—4( of them—and the famous equi- 
tation horse, Nero, which won the 
Olympics several years ago in Berlin. 

The old riding master who used to 
work for Franz Joseph and whose 
signed picture I am enclosing, took 
me all over the stable and what a 
fine lot of horses they are. Some 
were in straight stalls and a bit thin, 
but most in excellent condition. The 
old man knew well and had a picture 
of the Hapsburgs whom we enter- 
tained in Bar Harbor three years 
ago. The whole affair was darned in- 
teresting and to put it mildly, I en- 
joyed it. They even put on a bit of 
an exhibition the next day. As I was 
leaving, a general arrived from 
Corps and wanted to put on an ex- 
hibition for General Patton when 
he got there. Please take care of 
this photo for me. It has the name 
of the horse on the back and the 
old riding master of the Vienna rid- 
ing school is mounted on him. 

In the next town we got a bath, 
the first in two months. There I 
ran into some famous trotting hors- 
es which had been evacuated from 
Vienna and I, for the first time in 
my life, rode a sulky-rather excit- 
ing, but I managed very well in spite 
of the. fact that the horse pulled 
quite a pit. 

Have seen several beautiful Ger- 
man Shepherds, one was a company 
mascot of some of the _ prisoners. 
Some of the German prosoners ask- 
ed us if they could help fight the 
Japs-interesting, They can’t, so they 
say, understand how we, being so 
different, can be allied with the 
Russians. They are deathly afraid 
of the Russians who plunder and 
murder as they did in Russia. 
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Curious Stewards 

On September 29, 1897, a mite of 
a lad listed as W. Dorsey rode his 
first race at the Harlem Track and 
won with David Tenny. He was call- 
ed forthwith to the Stewards’ stand 
but not because of an infraction of 
the rules of racing. The officials 
were merely curious to see Master 
Dorsey for David Tenny had been 
assigned 55 pounds and the clerk 
of the scales reported that ten 
pounds of the impost had to be made 
up with lead.

One of the latter will be last sea- 
son’s unbeaten 2-year-old, Pavot, 
whose defeat last week at Belmont 
Park, in the Withers Stakes, the 
first of his life, came as a sort of 
earthquake to the form-players. 
Especially as it was accomplished 
by a long shot, Polynesian. It was, 
however, Pavot’s first start of the 
year, the race ought to do him much 
good and in the Preakness he should 
give a different account of himesel?. 
Polynesian is reported also an eligi- 
ble for the event—so it promises to 
be of thrilling interest. 

If Hoop, Jr., can repeat in it, in 
the style of his Derby triumph, he 
will appear to be headed for a 
“classic” sweep. But if his wings 
are clipped, it will leave the 3-year- 
old situation decidedly uncertain 
and the outlook for the Belmont 
Stakes, which completes the Ameri- 
can “Triple Crown’, bubbling with 
interest. 

Now, returning to the Derby win- 
ner. 

He is, as aforesaid, the third cre 
to the credit of his sire, *Sir Galla- 
had 3d, and was bred by Mr. R, A. 
Fairbairn, of New york, whose 
breeding affairs are under the man- 
agement of Mr. A. B. Hancock, of 
the Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ken- 
tucky....Mr. Hancock, as is wel 
known, was the organizer of the 
syndicate which imported *Sir Gall- 
ahad JII twenty years ago, and Mr. 
Fairbairn was one of its members. 

*Sir Gallahad II is now twenty- 
five, hence was twenty-one when he 
begot Hoop, Jr. As is well known he 
was bred in France—and so was 
Snob 2d, the sire of Hoop, Jr’s dam, 
One Hour—so the ancestry of the 
Derby winner has a decidedly Gal- 
lic tinge. 

However, when we examine the 
extended materna’ pedigree of the 
colt we find that he comes from the 
family founded by one of the most 
famous American brood-mares of 
the past haif-century—none other 
than Tea’s Over, by Hanover. 

The *Sir Gallahad I1l—One Hour 
colt was sent as a yearling to the 
auctions and brought $10,200, his 
purchaser being F. W. Hooper, of 
Montgomery, Alabama, a gentleman 
not hitherto prominent upon the 
turf. In his home city he is the 
head of the Hooper Construction Co. 
fhe colt is trained by Ivan Parke 
who twenty years ago was Ameri- 


ca’s premier jockey, riding 174 win- 
ners in 1923 and 205 in 1924. 

In 1944 Hoop, Jr., as has’ been 
the case with so many future Derby 
winners, was in his 2-year-old form 
just a good every-day colt, starting 
in 6 races and winning 2, both mod- 
est purse events. It was not until 
he hurtled to the front in his divi- 
sion of the Wood Memorial on Mem- 


orial Day at Jamaica that, coming 
literally from nowhere, he found 
that path around the race _ track 


where glory waits. 

*Sir Gallahad IIl’s two previous 
Kentucky Derby winners were Gal- 
lant Fox (1930) and Gallahadion 
(1940). His new score of three ties 
him with Falsetto, the only sire pre- 
viously with so large a credit, and 
consisting of Chant (1894), His 
Eminence (1901) and Sir Huon 
(1906). 

Before the start the winner and 
Calumet Farm’s Pot o’Luck were 
almost equal favorites and the lat- 
ter colt did manage to come second 


by a narrow margin over Darby 
Dieppe. 
Thus ‘“‘public form,” often com- 


ing so badly off in great turf events 
was well served in the “Run for the 
Roses’. Which must have been plea- 
sing to the crowd, estimated at 75,- 
000, that, despite travel restrictions. 
came out to witness it.

Scientists Picture New Era In Farming 
By Balancing Nation’s Diet At Its Source 





A new era in farming, with mod- 
ern agricultural improving 
human health by balancing the nat- 
ion’s diet at its source, was pictured 
by Dr. Walter Cecil Butler, head of 
the new Animal and Plant Health 
Department of McKesson and Rob- 
bins, Inc., at a recent luncheon con- 
ference with farm experts from the 
press and radio at the Harvard Club 
in New York City. 

“The deficiency 
flict such a large percentage of our 


science 


diseases that af- 


people are due not so much to 4n- 
wise choice of diet as to the low nut- 
rition value of foods produced in 
many sections of the country,” Dr. 
Butler said, ‘“‘The American peuple 
as a whole have a new realization of 
the health-building value of a bal- 
anced diet, but in many cases the 
actual foods they eat are lacking in 
the vitamins and essential minerals 
they are supposed to contain.” 

Dr. Butler pointed out that the 
soil in many sections of the East, 
the Southeast and the Central West 
has been exhausted. It is entirely 
however, to restore this 
soil by scientific farming and to 
raise healthy animals in these areas 
by artificially supplementing their 
diet, he said. As an example, he cit- 
ed lack of calcium, which results in 
weakened bones in both animals and 
meat from these 
deficiency ‘can be 


possible, 


who eat 
animals. Calcium 
corrected by adding small quantities 
of this mineral to animal feed. 


humans 


The science of treating animal ail- 
ments has advanced two generatiors 
in the last few years, but he estimat- 
ed that an extra 100 pounds of meat 
would be available to every Ameri- 
can family and that the country’s 
farmers would be enriched by $418,- 
000,000 this year if livestock grow- 
ers had taken full advantage of 
greater knowledge now available. 

Dr. Butler explained that the in- 
creasing emphasis on pharmaceuti- 
cal and biological specialties in the 
animal field had impelled his com- 
pany, as the world’s largest drug 
wholesaler, to establish a special de- 
partment to work with both the 
farmer and the retail druggist. 

He believes that drug stores, part- 


icularly if they are given expert ad- 
selecting the best products 
of the various manufacturers specia- 
lizing in this field, are the logical 
outlets and the logical information 
centers for farmers and stockmen. 
He pointed out that his company is 
not a manufacturer of animal or 
plant health products, and that it 
does not exclusively distribute any 


vice in 


one line. 

Dr. Butler, who has just returned 
from a five-month field trip on which 
he travelled 20,000 miles and visited 
25 states, said that specialists in 
animal and plant health are being 
added to the staffs of McKesson’s 67 
wholesale houses and that studies 
are being made of the problems pecu- 
liar to each agricultural section. Or- 
ganization of the corps of specialists 
is well under way in the South and 
Middle West and will be extended 
throughout the country in the next 
few months, he added. 

Dr. Butler listed four objectives 
for the company’s program: 

1. Testing all products offered for 
sale in the animal and plant health 
fields, and advising veterinarians, 
and druggists as to their 
effectiveness and use.

2. Studying conditions in each 
area and recommending local pro- 
grams to meet these conditions. 

3. Discussing animal and plant 
health problems with farmers and 
stockmen at community meetings. 
The specialists will be equipped with 
colored motion pictures and litera- 


ture covering all phases of these 
problems, he said. 
4. Informing the retail druggist 


on the uses and methods of handling 
veterinary biologicals and pharma- 
ceuticals, as well as agricultural 
chemicals, so that the drug store 
can function as a center of authori- 
tative information as well as of dis- 
tribution. 

A practicing veterinarian himself 
for 20 years, Dr. Butler is a graduate 
of Texas Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal College and formerly was engag- 
ed in research work for one of the 
country’s largest producers of ani- 
mal remedies.

Farmers Should Cut 
Hay At Right Time 


“Make hay while the sun shines”’ 
is good advice unless you have one 
of the new barn hay driers. “‘Cut the 
hay at the right time’ is still bet- 
ter advice. When grasses get too old 
they are cut, the hay will 
lose some of its feeding value and 
the animals will not like it as well. 

The best time to cut the hay crop 
varies with the variety of grass or 
legume. Most grasses and lespedeza 
should be cut just as most of the 
plants reach full bloom. Red clover 
is at the best stage when about half 
the plants are in full bloom. Alfalfa 
should be cut even earlier or when 
the plants are about a tenth in full 
bloom. 

Just why is it so much better to 
cut hay early? Every farmer knows 
that he will get the biggest yield if 
he waits until the grasses are almost 
blooming. Cutting at the 


before 


through 


earlier dates will mean a smaller 
yield per acre. 
On the other hand, the amount 


of protein, chief food material in 
the plant, is highest early in the sea- 
son and decreases gradually until 
the hay is cut. Protein is necessary 
in the feeds of animals. It is also 
the most costly material in feeds. 

So the proper time to cut hay is 
not late in the season when the total 
amount of protein per acre will be 
highest, but about midway between 
when the highest yield of valuable 
feed per acre will be obtained.

Golden Arrow was at the show, 


and that always means a thrill. He 
is nineteen years old and doesn’t 
look as well as he did when he was 
eight by any manner of means, but 


he still has a marvelous way of 


jumping. You may not believe this, 


but he picks up his front legs so 
tightly under him that he has scars 
on his elbows, and a_ long-legged 
man can’t ride him because his feet 
would hit the top rails. When he has 
gotten over the jump and starts com- 
ing down he has a funny habit of 
shoving his knees straight out in 
front of him before dropping his 
feet to the ground. In addition to 
that he jumps just like a machine, 
so that no one was surprised when 
he won the working hunter cham- 
pionship. He was perfectly ridden 
by Bobby Wahl who has turned pro- 
fessional, which is good news to 
owners who need a topnotch rider. 

There was another 19-year-older 
around, Miss Blanche Clark’s Lord 
Britton, that is still a gorgeous pic- 
ture despite his age. 

The biggest thrill I got out of the 
show was a fourth ribbon. There 
were about twenty entries in the 
hunter hack class and I watched the 
judging very closely, and never once 


did I see the judges look at the 
daughter on her Huntsman, who 
really is a grand hack though noth- 
ing much on conformation. The 


horses went around and around the 
ring until they and the riders must 
have been dizzy,—I certainly was. 
At last they called six back to jump, 


and darned if Huntsman’ wasn’t 
among them. They were supposed to 
pop over a little jump, and _ then 


hand gallop. Huntsman did much the 
poorest of any, so that once again I 
had written him off, but he got a 
fourth, and that was a whole lot 
more thrilling than the clean-up we 
made in the hunter stake, when we 
pulled down second and third money, 
which paid half the expenses of the 
show.
